Sobriety of the Jows, | 
As auation, the Jews may be quoted as 
i singulatly sober people. Dr. Asher, the 
medical offier of the Jewish board of guar- 
dians in Devonshire Squire, a gentleman 
on whose experience and veracity the most 
perfect reliance may be placed, told us 
that in the whole course of his’ practice, 
which was most extonsive,he had never met 
with a case of delirium tremens among the 
low Jews. . 
This qualification of extreme sobriety 
tells to the Advantage of the poorer Jews | 
in more ways than that of their immediate 
family connections, It is from that we 
may possibly trace their comparative im- 
munity from insavity; this terrible malady, 
the most lamentable possibly which can 
affect humanity, is far rarer among them 
than among the poorer class of Christians. 
Again, the benefit is.felt to a great extent 
on their health, The poor Jews baye a 
far more delicate constitution than our 
working class generally, and the squalid 
and densely-crowcled localities they live in 
tend to make them still more liable to sick 
ness; yet, on the authority of Dr. Asher, 
there is far leas difficulty in bringing them 
through serious cases of sickness or acci- 
dent than the poorer Christians whom he 
is called upon to attend, and this lie at- 
tributes principally to their sobriety, His 
statement is also borne out by the records 
of the London Hospital. In that institu- 
tion, more than one large ward is appro- 
priated solely for the benefit of Jewish 
patients, and they notoriously recover more 
rapidly from the effects of serious opera- 
tions than the Christian patients generally. 
Another fruit of this extraordinary so- 
briety onthe part of the Jews remains to 
be mentioned. For some years past the 
richer Jows haye been attempting to per- 
suade their poor to employ themselves in 
handicraft work instead of perpetnally 
attempting to gain a living by traffic. To 
an extent they have succeeded, but the 
Jewish workman, as well as the merchants, 
is placed at a great disadvantage when op 
osed to Christians, They have two Sab- 


besides a considerable portion of the Fri- 
day; consequently, the result of their 
earnings every week must be considerably 
lessened, and yet their natural sobriety 
compensates to 4 great extent for the lose 
which the practice of their religion impos- 
es on them.—Good Words.

Death In-Doors. 
Multitudes of people have a great horror 
of going out of doors for fear of taking 
cold. If it is alittle damp, or a little win- 
dy, or a little cold, they wait, and wait, 
and wait; meanwhile weeks, and even 
months paas away, and they never, during 
the whole time, breathe a breath of pure 
air, The result is they become so enfeeb- 
led that their constitutions have no power 
of resistance; the least thing in the world 
gives them a cold, even going from one 
room to another; and before they knew it 
they have a cold all the time, and this is 
nothing more or less than the consump- 
tion. Whereas, if an opposite practice had 
been followed of going out for an hour or 
two every day, regardless of the weather, 
so itis not actually falling rain, a very dif 
ferent result would haye taken place, The 
truth is the more a person is out of doors, 
the less ensily does he take cold. It is a 
widely known fact that persons who camp 
out every night, or sleep under 4 tree to 
gether seldom take cold 
Many of our ailments, ancl those of a 
most fatal form, are taken in the house, 
and not out of doors; taken by removing 
parts of clothing too soon after coming 
into the house, or lying down on a bed or 
sofa when in « tired or exhausted condition 
from having engaged too vigorously in do 
meshc employments. Many a pie has cost 
an industrious man a hundred dollars, A 
human hfe has many a time paid for an 
apple dumpling. When our wives get to 
work they become so interested in it that 
they find themselves in an utterly exhaust 
ed condition; their ambition to complete a 
thing, to do some work well, sustains them 
until its completion, and the moment it is 
completed the mental and physical condi- 
tion is oncof exhauation, when a breath of 
airwill givea cold to settle in the joints 
to wake up next day with inflammatory 
rheumatism, or with «a feeling ot stiffness 
or soreness, aa if they had been pounded in 
a bag.or a sore throat to worry and trouble 
them for mouths, or lung-fever to put them 
in the grave in lees than a week

Consequently the gun factory 
was werked day and night, and I am sorry to 
say the work was obliged tobe carried on even 
on Sundays, and we succeeded in sending 
out converted Sniders for every soldier in 
Canada, (Hear, hear.) In the meantime I 
sent 60 downto Hythe to be tried, and the 
first report was to the effect that the shoot 

ing was more than favourable. Shortly af- 
terwards the head of the laboratory came to 
that when the ammunition 
made by machinery, instead of carefully by 
hand, was fired off, there was an explosion 
of gus. If the fanlt had been in the gun I 
would at any risk have stopped the conver 
sion of the Enfield rifle, for it was my 
wish to place the best arm in the hands of 
the British soldier, With the six groove 
rifle this ammunition shot beautifully, with 
the three-groove rifle it was a failure. It 
was found thatthe ball must be made 
slightly longer. The advantage of the 
breech-louder is not in accuracy but in 1a- 
pidityand Tam happy to say, from the 
last accounts 1 haye received, there is not 
the slightest doubt that in this rifle, now 
being converted into the Snider you will 
have as good, if not a better weapon 
than any other country has got. (Hear, 
hear.) [yesterday received a letter from 
my noble tried Lord Strathnain, than whom 
there is no better judge, in which he says: 
“Dhad o field-day yesterday—all the 
troops with Sniders. The rapidity and up- 
interrupteduess of the fire were remarkable 
—not acheck. I had to caution them to 
fire slowly, to preyent running short of 
cartridges.” 
This will, I think, prove to the Commit- 
tee that we are going in the right direction 
in conyerting the Enfield into the Snider 
breech-loaders for the whole British Army. 
I dont mean to say there may not be an 
improvement in the cartridge ; but there 1s 
now a provision made in the estimates for 
the present year to convert 350,000, and 
there I recommend to stop{ conversion. I 
should not recommend the conversion of 
any greater number, for this reason :—These 
are all new arms, which haye never been 
issued, perfectly serviceable weapons, and 
it is, no doubt, wise so to use up the com- 
won Enfield rifle; but you will have ty be- 
gin making a new weapon as soon as you 
have deciled upon the pattern, You have 
not made any new rifles for the last three 
years, and you will have to begin gradually 
making new weapons As soon as you have 
decided on the pattern. If not, the only 
store of small arms you would have would 
be those returned in exchange for convert- 
ed Enfields, Therefore you must make up 
your minds to provide n store of new wea- 
pons as soon as you clecide onthe pattern. 
I don’t know that there is any other vote 
on which I need make any explanation, ex- 
cept the great increase in the vote for mis- 
cellaneous services. ‘That arises from the 
increased attention required by thelate Act 
of Parliament to be given in garrison Towns 
for sanitary purposes.

Party names are relied upon as the read- 
iest mode of evoking old hatreds. If party 
names represented the same party and the 
same principles, under all possible changes 
of circumstances, the practice would be re- 
deemed from the discredit of bad faith.— 
But how far this is from being the case, let 
us consult the impartial historian, Lord 
Mahon. His testimony is very explicit :—

LAMENTABLE ACCIDENT —we regret to have 
to record the shocking death of William Seaton

Tue QvueeN vs. Isaac Hure.—The pris 
Oner—an old man of about 70 years 
age—was indicted for burning a barn be- 
longing to Thos, Ovens, situate in the 
Township of Rawdon, on the 12th Sept, 
1864. He pleaded “not guilty.” James 
O'Rielly, Q. C., appeared for the Crown in 
the absence of Hon. Sidney Smith, and J. 
J. B, Flint defended the prisoner 

Thos, Ovens, sworn.—I live on lot No. 
17, in the 10th concession Rawdon; there 
was & log bara upon the lot. I know the 
prisoner, he lives about half a mile from 
me, on lot 18, in the 11th concession Raw 
don. The barn was about 50 or 60 rods 
from my house, towards his house. On 
Sunday night at 9 o'clock the barn was all 
right. It was clear moonlight night; 
there had been a rain and wind butit had 
cleared up. Monday morning a neighbor 
told me that my barn was burnt; IT went 
out and fonnd it was so, and all my bay, 
grain and harness were consumed with it, 
There was tite in a fallow I was ploughing, 
but it was in roots in the ground, and was 
85 rods away. I had some difficulty with 
prisoner about a piece of Jand that I took 
from him; he threatened me in the spring, 
before my barn was burnt, that he would 
lai me, ahd not leave me one cent to rub 
against another, Subsequently to the 
burning of the barn in June lust, I had a 
conversation with prisoner, in which he 
eaid that he had burned the barn, aud 
dared me to prove it; he was in liquor at 
the time. [subsequently went before a 
magistrate and Jnid an information, 

Cross-examined by Mr. Furr.—There 
have been difficulties Hetween prisoner and 
myself of long standin ‘The trouble 
about the Iand I got possession of from 
prisoner occurred in June before the barn 
was burned. I first laid an information 
against Mrs. Huff, the wite of prisoner; I 
had good grounds for doing so.. [ never 
told James Johnson or Tillotson Nicholson 
that James Girdwood had told me that he 
(Girdwood) had burned my barn; but I 
did say so in a joke once to Mrs, McKinney 
and Mr. Bartin, because Mr, Bartin is fond 
of hearing something new ; but it was only 
& joke. I prosecuted Mra, Huff in Janu- 
ary, 18¢ I never prosecuted Girdwood, 
I know Girdwood, his character for truth 
and yeracityfis bad, I once swore in Pat- 
terson's case, I would not believe him on 
oath. 

Jomun Havawron, sworn,—I live in the 
11th Concession Rawdon,—Had aw conver 
sation with prisoner sometime before the

To the Editor of the Intelligencer. 
Mapoo, April 4th, 1867. 

The arrivals at the village are still on the 
increase, but they generally make a bee line, 
during the next 24 hours alter arrival for “the 
mines.” Elderado {s boiling over just now 
with excitement, gold having been found on 
Monday, in the flat southeast of the Rich- 
ardson mine. A party was digging post-holes, 
and a miner passing was “struck” with the 
appearance of the dirt thrown out. A pan 
was procured, the dirt washed and gold found, 
Experiments were made in several places 
with like’ results. Tuesday and yesterday 
the experiments were repeated with the same 
satisfactory results. An experienced miner 
was telling té-day, that with a “rocker” he 
could make $200 a day. What o glorious 
prospect! if this is is trae—and no one in the 
neighbourhood seems to doubt it for a mo- 
ment. John N.Moore was telling me that he 
knew his own porsonal knowledge that 
there was no lLumbug insthe report. Gold 
was struck yesterday in the County, on lot 
No, 16,in the ith concession, owned by Albert 
Mclnroy, and leased by one Leslie Johnson 
MclInroy has just been telling me that the 
show was very fine and that any party can 
eee for themselves. But it is rather ‘oo rainy 
to venture far from shelter just now. Lom- 
bard is here looking after*my mine” as he 
calls it. He is having a large commodious 
building erected for his own use as a dwell- 
ing. Reld & Murdock, Civil Engineers, com- 
roence tomorrow, to survey into lots, the 
Richardson farm, and to make a topographi- 
cal sketch of the whole farm. O 
Building is going on with great rapidity, 
both in Madoc village and Elderado.  Law- 
yers are here by thedozen. I think I can 
count 12 at least, who want places at which 
to hang out, F.Conlin has sold his farm, 
and a Jaw suit to some doctor from the Weat.

apy curiosity to test the trathfulness of the 
report, could do so by going and digging on 
the lot and satisfying themselves, They state 
that gold had been found in 8 or 10 places. 
This report is confirmed today by others.—

Concerning Ritualism, 


‘The following article, from the Brockville 
Monitor, we publish by request for the in- 
formation of those concerned = 

We publish b: juest, this day, a letter 
from the Rev. Mr. Fletcher, of Oakville, to 
the Hamilton Spectator, in reference to 
a canon; and which is to be submit- 
ted for adoption at the next meeting 
of the Synod ot the Diocese of Toronto.— 
This canon proposes nothing that is new in 
the Church of England and Treland, and 
merely confirms its old and ized us- 
ages. Although we have yet to learn that 
any of these usages have been departed 
from in any part of Canada, and authoriz- 
ed Ritualistic ceremonies anywhere intro- 
duced, still it is highly desirable that a 
canon of this description should be adopt- 
ed by the various Protestant Episcopal 
Church Synods of the whole “Dominion,” 
and a new guarantee thus given to the laity 
for a simple and scriptural form of public 
worship. It would be well, accordingly, if 
the Easter Vestries throughout this district 
weuld take this canon, which harmonies 80 
thoroughly with the ancient practices of 
the Church of England, and the spirit ofthe 
book of common prayer, into their consid- 
eration, and elect Saat to the synod fa- 
yorable to itsadoption, Should this canon 
be adopted it will effectually prevent, at 

any future time, the introduction of im- 
proper Ritualistic practices into any of the 
Churches. 5 

But, however effectual a cannon of this 
kind may be to prevent one class of errors 
in the Church of England, other errors of 9 
doctrinal description are creeping in among 
many of the clergy which 1t cannot reach, 
and which it behoves church members to

In 
this direction lies the real danger to the 
Canadian daughter of the Church of Eng- 
and Ireland, and its numbers who 
tuate a sound form of doctrine should 
insist on having these questions finally dis- 
posed of on a traly scriptural basis, and so 
that clerical assumption will for all time 
to come have nothing to lay hold upon.— 
Entirely cut adrift, by the recent legal de- 
cisions of the highest law courts in Eng- 
land, from the church in the mother coun- 
try, the Church of England in Canada is 
now purely a voluntary religious assdcia- 
tion, precisely like the same Church in the 
United States, and can make its own canons 
its own rubics at pleasure. Tho pre- 
sent is, accordingly, a most favorable time 
to bgitate judicious reforms in the Churcti ; 
and not only to make wholesome canons for 
the decent ordering of public worship, but 
to lay down landmarks to limit clerical pre- 
sumption and assumption within legitimate 
bounds. As one great step in the true di- 
rection the laity should everywhere insist 
on the night of nominating theirclergymen, 
the appointing power still left with the 
Bishop. This rule,or a similar one, has 
“been Tad to work admirably in the U. 
St as well as in Lower Canada, and 
should most unquestionably be pacts 
wherever the yoluntary system prevails,—— 
It will prevent unacceptable clergymen 
from being forced on an unwilling laity, it 
will induce more liberality on the part of 
that Iaity, and lead to a greater spint of 
harmony and Obristian feeling. Asa far- 
ther step towards judicious reform, and 
the restraining of clergical assumption, the 
laity should carefully examine all matters 
for themselves, and make themselves 
thoroughly acquainted, from a Biblical 
point of view, with the religious principles 
they profess to believe, A course like this 
will be their surest safeguard from error, 
and render wholly innocuous any clerical 
teachings not warranted by ® pure scriptu- 
ral basis. 

Possibly some of the readers of the Moni 
tor may sup) that we have transcended 
the limits of secular journalism in this arti- 
cle, although we have confined ourselves to 
generalising. But, it must be remembered 
that acrisiais arising inthe Charch of 
England in Canada, as regards maay of the 
Abncal order, and which the laity of that 
Church and the untainted portion of its 

Clergy should resolutely meetso that peace 
and Ramionious action should be insured 
for all time to come. As one of that laity 
the writer of this article is deeply attached 
to the Church of England aad Ireland, It 
has been the Church of his fathers for many 
generations. We love its grand old liturgy 
—the liturgy in part of the Greek and Lat. 
in Churches ere the Empire of the Cosars 
wan yet in the days of its decadence, Wo 
hold to its scriptural principles (ns taught 
in its 30 articles) and to its episcopal forr 
which fally developed itself in the days of 
Ignatius Martyr and Polycarp, It Is only 
nataral, therefore, that we should feel deop- 
ly interested in ite weal, nod that interest 
must be our plea for stepping somowhat 
aside from the routine of secular journal 
fam on this occasion, In conclusion we 
would again urge upon our Church of Eng- 


gates to the Synod, Although we look up- 
on the course that we are adopting as that 
which is best calculated to prevent theevils 
complained of from being introduced into 
our midst, and ere therefore anxious that 
our canon may receive the sanction of the 
Synor, yet we do not ask the vestries to 
eléct delegates who may tuke our views up- 
on it; we rather desjre that they may 
choose men who shall represent their own : 
whatover these views muy be; so” that 
when the subject is brought up at the 
Synod the yoice of the church may be fair 
ly expressed. As the canon is now the 
property of the public, we shall bo happy 
to see it fully criticised, provided the criti- 
cisms are made in a true Christian spirit.

The Contederate Cabinet, 


Speculation is ulready rife as to the 
composition of the Confederate Cabinet, 
the number of which it is to be composed, 
and the sections of the Dominion from 
which they are to be taken. A New 
Brunswick paper, basing its conjectures, it 
is believed, upon information received 
from the Hon. Mr, Tilley, who has but 
lately returned from England where he 
has been assisting in perfecting the con 
federation scheme, says : 

“ Our private advices from different quarters 
lead us to Jnfer that the Confederate Cabinet 
will be composed of twelye ministers, ten of 
whom will be Heads of departments and two 
hold seats in the Cabinet without office. The 
Executive programme for the Heads of Dopart- 
ments will probably ran somewhat as follows: 

President of the Council. 

Minister of Finance, 

Postmaster General, 

Provincial Secretary 

Attorney General. 

Solicitor General. 

Minister of Public Works. 

Mivisters of Fisherics aad Na 

Minister of Agriculture. 

Minister of War. 

“The President of the Senate will be a mem- 
ber of the Executive, as provided In the Cousti- 
tation, and one or two offices, Including that of 
Postmaster General, may, after the English 
model, be given tothe Upper Branch. It fs 
likely thatin the first Cabinet which will be 
formed —uo doubt under the Premiership of the 
Hon. John A. Macdonald—two heads of depart- 
ments will be assigned to each of the Maritime 
Provinces. Thé departments of Finance ond 
Fisheries are already spoken of for New Bruns- 
wick. We should say that Nova Scotia is not 
unlikely to furnish a Provincial Secretary and a 
Solicitor General to the new Cabinet.’*

Every one remarks the silence ot the 
Moniteur on the ramoured cession to France 
of the Grand Duchies of Luxemburg, 
though for the last two or three days sey- 
eral of the Paris papers haye been speaking 
of it. La Presse is one of those which gives 
credence to the report, though it thinks the 
solution is more distant than is supposed. 
The language of the Berlin Press leaves no 
doubt as to the pretensions and desires of 
Prussia, who wants to force Holland to 
choose between the sacrifice of her territory, 
or lier absorption in the Northern Conted- 
eration M. Bismarck does repudiate these 
pretentions; he will merely abstain for the 
present from any pressure on Holland in 
order to avoid raising adother European 
question. Holland well knows what she 
has to expect the moment M. Bismarck 
judyes the moment opportuhe to press his 
demund. Tn these circumstances the only 
power Holland can expect support from is 
France. To Holland, as we ure told, Lux- 
emburg is of no importance, commercial 
or political. Moreover, the King can haye 
no great desire to be the vassal of Prussia, 
henceforth the only condition of the Prin- 
cess of the Northern Confederation; and 
he 1s probably more interested in the in- 
dependence of hiscrown as King of the 
Netherlands than flatered by the prospect 
of reigning asa Grand Duke of Luxem- 
burg, with its 200,000 population, under 
the good pleasure of M. Bismarck. As in 
this matter the interests of the sovereign 
and the people are identical, it is hkely 
that the King. of the Netherlands would 
not be unwilling to exchange Luxemburg 
for a money indempity, and alliance which 
would guarantee the independence of his 
States. The question is, has Pruisia any 
right to interpose ? If the King ot Hol- 
land and France admit as legitimate and 
well-founded the presence of the Prussian 
garrison in the fortress of Luxemburg, 
Prussia may come in as 4 contracting par- 
ty in any arrangements that may be made, 
It Holland and France consider that Prus- 
sia cannot found ber claim to keep a gar- 
rison in Luxemburg on the constitution of 
the Germanic Confederation, which she 
herself hus destroyed ; if they refuse to 
admit that Prussia may set at naught the 
final act of Vienna, and, at the same time 
} avail himself of the same act, Prussia need 
| not be consulted by France and Holland, 
| and can propose no conditions to them.

Character made him the most effective sec- 
war school teacher of his age. 
The Sunday teacher must also have char. 
acter, if he would succeed inhis great voca- 
tion. If he be frivolous, worldly and. selfish 
he will fail; but give him a profound piety 
and genuine philanthropy—love to Jesus and 
love of souls—and he will gain such a hold 
on his pupils as will enable him to give right 
directions to their affections.

crater open towards the side of the Lake, 
eighty feet long by 60 feet broad'and filling 
upto the brim: with clear boiling water, 
which issues in the centre several feet high: 
er, looking beautifully blue in 11s snow 
white incrusted basin, enormous clouds of 
steam, rising upwards, aré reflected in thé 
blue mirror of the basin. The temperature 
of the water, which probably reaches to 
boiling point in the centre is 108> 2 F, 
near the rim of the basin, ‘Neither alka- 
line nor acid, it has” A slightly salt taste, 
and possessés in a high degree ‘the proper - 
ty of inctustation. The sediment consists 
as in the hot spring of Iceland, of silica, 
and the overflow has formed in the slope of 
the hill a system of crystal terraces, which 
appear almost as white as marble present- 
ing a sight almost impossible to describe, 
It igas if a cnscade rushing over steps, 
had been suddenly arrested, and transform 
ed into stone. Each of these steps has a 
small elevated rim, from which hang deli- 
cate stalactites ; and here and there on the 
steps are formed water basins filled with 
crystal water. These form natural baths 
which vould not be constructed by the 
most refined luxury. One can select. his 
bathing-place either deep or shallow, small 
or large, and of any temperature according 
to his taste, a’)the basins near the source 
contains warmer water than those of the 
lower steps some are 80 large that a person 
can swim in them with comfort. Such is 
the celebrated Te Turata Springs. 

A path leads from the foot of the Te ‘Ter- 
ata Springs through the bash to the great 
Ngahapn Spring, The basin of this spring 
is 49 fect long and 80 feet broad. The 
water within it 1s in constant agitation 
For 4 few moments the water is quiet in 
the Cauldron, when it again bubbles up, 
nnd is thrown eight or ten feet bigh, and 
a foaming surf of boiling hot waves stream 
over the walls of the bakin, so that the ob. 
server is obliged timidly to retreat.” The 
Thermometer, rises in these Springs to 
20894 F, Farther South, close to the 
hanks, is situated the Te Takapo Spring, 
a boiling basin of ten fect in diameter, the 
geyser eruption of which rises toa height 
of 80 or 40 feet. 

Not far from this Spring the traveller 
arrives at u hollow called Waikanapana) 
(variable water), at the approach of whi 
there is a danger of sinking in boiling 
mud, The cavity itself appears like the 
crater of a volcano ; the walla bare of veg 
etation, aré rent and torn; pieces anc 
tongues of rock, of white red and blue 
fumazolic clay rising upwards like spectres, 
threaten to full every moment, The bot 
tom is formed of fing mud, and slicious 
atnlactites, broken into every form and 
variety, lie About like pieces of ice atter the 
breaking up of a frozen stream. Here is a 
» pool tilled with bubbling mud—there 
uldron full of boiling water,—near it a 
dreadful bole, which, with a hissing noise, 
tan column of steam; and further on 
small mud hills, frem two to five feot in 
height, which with a dull noise, throw out 
of thelr craters boiling mud, and represent 
on a small seale, the effects of large vol 
canow, In the back ground is sitaated n 
green’ Lake, named Roto punamu, an ex 
tinct spring. 

Coming out of the north side of the cave ja 
scen lying ploturosquely amonget rocks and 
bush the spring Roa Kiwi, (Kiwi hole.)

Little time however, was left for surprise, 
In much Jess time than I take to write it) 
the double thrill quivered through the town 
and reeling like drunken men, whole blocks 
of solid stone houses. The offices of the 
agency and nearly all the adjoining build; 
ings, including the ¢ustom-house. the light 
house office, and the large old mill, thus 
fell, Up the town entire streets ‘similarly 
crumbled, burying their inhabitants by 
hondreds in the ruins. The fine old castle, 
the cathedral, the Governor's konak, the 
prison, the mosques, and I believe, all the 
consular residences, more or less yielded 
to the violence of the shock, and are for the 
most part mere heaps of rains. The very 
solidity with which the town was built has 
aggravated the disastrous effect of the ca 
lamity a huodredfold, both as regards loss 
of life and destruction of property. The 
most complete rain has fallen upon the low- 
er part of the town, where the earth litér- 
ally opened and swallowed a broad belt, of, 
building right up from the sea to the slope 
inland. At this point a permanent sub- 
sidence of ground bas taken place, and the 
sea has accordingly encroached far into. 
whaton Thursday afternoon was one of 
the busiest parts of Mytelene. In fact, to sun 
np the disaster, more than balf ofour beau- 
tiful town—the prettiest and most lively, 
perbaps, of allthe Levant—is a desert of 
ruins, ‘The worst purt of the calamity: is, 
of course, the loss of life.” As yet we can 
only guess at the extent of this; but it is 
thought that from 800 to 1,000 have per 
ished, while as many more have beo 
maimed and wounded jn every way. Up 
till today 120 bodies, have, I hear, been 
dug out of the safer ruins; but how many 
are buried under others which are tob 
dangerous to be approached can only le 
surmised, Such ofthe houses as are stijl 
standing bave all been abandoned, and tie 
whole surviving population ia now scatter 
vd over the hill sides and among ‘the gar 
dens outside the town—a few of them 
under such covera as they have been uble 
to improvise, and the rest livouackiniz 
without shelter of any kind, Any attempt 
to describe the scene would be useless. 
Heart rending grief, panic and confusion 
moet the oye on every Already the 
want of provisions is aggravating the dis 
tress, and only a speedy supply from Smyt 
na or the capital can avert great addition 
al loss of life, One of the Austrian Lloydls 
ateamore, and a French gunboat from 
Smyrna, bave landed a quantity of bisénit 
and some other stores, but in_ all not per 
haps more than a day’s food for the pict.
